I. That whatever God hath promiſed, will in the appointed time be 
certainly performed; Gods Promiſes are all true Promiſes, 2 Sam. 7. 28. 
Thou baſt promiſed and thy Words are true, ſaith Devid. There. is no De- 
reit, nor is there any Miſtake in Divine Predictions or Promiſes, Rev. 
22.6. Theſe ſayings are faithful and true, whatever God hath ſpoken 
Mall faithfully and truly be performed, if God hath promiſed, the 
thing is as certam to be done, as if it were already accompliſhed. Hence 
as de the great: Promiſe concerning the coming of Chriſt, the Prophet 
peaks as %. 9. 6. Unto us-a Child it born: Altho he did utter theſe 
Words above ſeven Hundred Years before Chriſt was born into the World, 
yet he fayeth unto us a Child is born, the thing is as certain to be done, 
2s if already done.

1. From the Name and glorious Attributes of the bleſſed God. When' 


God doth fulfill his Promiſes, he doth make it known that he is Jehovah; 

and in as much as his Name is Jehovah, it is impoſlible that any Word 
that he hath ſpoken ſhould fail as to the Accompliſhment of it. The 

Lord faid, that he was not known unto Abrabam, and Iſaac, and * 

Facob, by his Name Fehovah, Exod. 6. 3. but by that Name, he would 
then be known vnto the Children of Iſrael; The meaning is not, that 
Abraham was ignorant of that glorious Name as a Title peculiarly 
belonging to the true God, for he called the place where a Lamb was 
provided for a Sacrifice inſtead of Iſaac by the Name of Febovab. jireb, 
therefore the meaning is, That God was not known to the Fathers by. : 
fulfilling the Promiſes he had made to the Patriarchs, and which were 
to be performed to their Children after them, but to Iſrael, he would 
make known that he was Jehovah, by giving a Being, and actual 
Exiſtence to thoſe Promiſes. God is a God of infinite Power, and a God 
that keepeth Truth for ever. When Men fail in performing of what 
they have promiſed; the Reaſon is, becauſe theywant Trurb and Power. - 
to do as they have ſaid they would do. Men that have no Truth in 
them will promiſe what they never intended to do, like the Devil who 
promiſed the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, that if he would worſhip him, he 

. would give him all the Kingdoms of the World to be his. The Devil 
never intended to do any ſuch thing, nor was it in his Power: to do it; 


but now as to the bleſſed God, it is impoſſible that de ſhould lie, be is

I am perſwaded that there is, at this Day, ſome David keeping the 
Sheep, whom God will raife up to do great Things for his Name: Re- 
member that I told you ſo, for ſome of you may hve fo fee it. And the 
Work of God in Reforming and Refining his Church, is not leſs won- 
derful than that of Delivering them: When the Church is exceedingly 
degenerate, when there is a general and deep Apoſtacy, that now there 
muſt be a Recovery is a marvellous Thing. The Antichriſtian Apoſtacy 
was a general Apoſtacy, The whole World wondered after the Bęaſt, the 
Reformation that was begun near two hundred Years ago, was a moſt 
wonderful Work of God, hence Revel. 15. 2, 3. There was ſeen a Com- 
pany with Harps of God in their Hands, ſtanding on a Sea of Glaſs 
& . mingled with Fire: A Company that was waſhed from Antichriſtian 
s  Pollutions, and then it is ſaid, Great and marvellous are thy works, O 
Tord. It was a great and marvellous Work of God thus to begin, and 
carry on the Work of Reformation. That's the ſecond Propoſition. _ 
* Propoſition III. That when God's Time to accompliſh the pgloricus 
| Promiſes made to his People is near, his wondrous Works will declare 
it; Hence the Scripture ſpeaks of the Signs of the Times, whereby we 
may diſcern that God is about to dp great Things in the World, Mgzrh. 
15. 3. Chriſt tells the Jews, That they did nor diſcern the Signs of the 
Times : And what were the Signs of thoſe Times? Truly the wondrous. 
Works that were done by the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, The Blind were made 
to See, the Lame marvellouſly made Whole; Theſe were the Signs of 
tze Times, theſe were Signs that God was new coming to fulfil the glo- 
rious Promiſes made concerning what ſhould come to paſs in the Days 
of the Meſſiah. So with Reſpect to Chriſt's ſecond coming, there will 
be Signs of that, wondrous Works of God, which when we ſee them, 
we may conclude, That the Lord's Name is near- Thus hath Chriſt our 
Lord inſtructed us, Luke'21.

By what wondrous Works doth God declare that his Name is near ? 
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For ANSWER Briefly, 


1. By Prodigious Signs, Thus when the Lord was about to ſave his I 
rael of Old, Pfal. 135. 9. He ſhewed Tokens and Wonders in the Land 
of Egypt: Prodigies are called Wonders, in that they cauſe Men to won- 
der, and there were many of theſe when God came down, to deliver 
His People. It is an old Obſervation, that when the Lord is about to bring 
Changes on the World, prodigious Signs proceed as Indications ot the 
ſtrange Things, that muſt happen; And that Obſervation is according 
to Scripture: For ſo Chriſt intimated unto His Diſciples, That betore 
the ee. Changes coming on the Jewiſh Nation, there ſhould be 
prodigious Sigus, that they might from thence conjecture, what God was 
about to do, Luke 21. II. There (ball be fearful Sighs and great Signs from 
Heaven. The Jewiſh Hiſtorian doth give an Account concerning thoſe 
fearful Sights; He ſays that over Jeruſalem there was a blazing Star in 
the Form of a Sword impending over the City, a whole Year together. And 

that in the Air there were ſeen Armies encountering one another; and 
in the Temple, there was a Voice heard, ſaying, ler us depart from this 
Place; The great God doth commiſſion His Angels to do ſuch Things as 
theſe are, that ſo Men may prepare for what is coming, or if found un- 

prepared, be left the more inexcuſable. N 
2. When we ſee that God is removing theſe things out of the way, 
that would obſtru& the Accompliſhment of his Promiſes, we may then 
__ «conclude that his Name is near, 1 Sam. 3. 12. When I begin I will . alfo 
make an end, ſaith the Lord, when God doth begin in a way of Judgment 
towards his Enemies, he is wont to ga on in that Way and Work; as ſure 
as he begins he will make an End, hence the Scripture ſpeaks of the 
beginning of Revenges on the Enemy, Deut. 3 2. 42. So when God does 
begin in a way of Mercy towards his People, he is wont to go on in that 
way. Now God uſually begins his Work by removing thoſe things 
that ſtand in his way, by ſtrange Providences he doth remove them, 
he doth cauſe Earth-quakes, which make Mountains to fall down be- 
fore him, Zech. 4.7. What art thou, O great Mountain! Thou ſhalt be 
made a plain before Zerublabel. There was a Babylonian Mountain ; 
God made it a plain that his People might be delivered. There was a 
Samaritan Mountain that did oppoſe their going on with the Building 
of the Tan God made that Mountain to fall down before him : 
There are things that obſtruct, 5 there are Perſons which 3 
2 | the 
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the Work of God, and 6D the greateſt of the World are the chief 


Obſtructers thereof; But now when Gods time is come to fave his Peo- 
ple, he takes them out of the Way, and thereby ſhews what he is about 
6 do. When Gods time was come that David mult be ſeated on the 
Throne, Saul muſt die, and Abner die, and 1hboſheth alſo, theſe were 


admirable Providences, that ſo way might be made for God to perform _ 


what he had promiſed to David. And when the Children of Iſrael were 
near their Deliverance, God removed their chief Enemies. There was 
Pharaoh the King o 2 2 to oppoſe, but him did the Lord dethrone. The 

Prophet Habakkuk takes notice of it, Hab. 3. 12. When thou wenteſt 
out for Salvation to thy People, thou didit wound tbe bead in the houſe of 
the Wicked, Was not Pharaoh that head in the Houſe of the Wicked? 
When we ſee ſuch things in the World, when we fee God Wounding and 


Drowning the Pharaohs in the World, in the Red-ſea of his Wrath, we 


may conclude that b:s Name it naar. 8 4 
3. Strange Unaccountable Impreſſions on the Spirits of Men do declare that - 


bis Name 1s near; For God doth "wr Men, according to what he 


fleſigns to bring to paſi in the World. He doth raiſe up Inſtruments, 
and ſpirit them for that Work, that he hath deſigned them unto. So 
that this or that Inſtrument, whom God will make Uſe of ſhall be 


ſtirangely inclined to engage in ſuch a Work, and all the World ſhall not 


diſſwade the Man from being concerned in that Work God ſpirits him 
unto. Thus when God delivered his People of Old by Orbniel and Gi- 
deon, It is ſaid the Spirit of the Lord came upon them. He filled them: 
with Courage and K efolution, that venture they 'would, God and His 
Angels were with them and did ſpirit them in thoſe great Undertak- 
ings. Saul in the Beginning of his Reign did well, he was an Inſtru- 
ment to deliver the Nazion from Arbitrary Power, which the Ammonites. 
did Exerciſe over them, God did wonderfully ſpirit him. for that Ser- 


vice, it is ſaid, 1 Sow. 11. 6. That the Spirit of God came upon Saul, 


and: then he was full of Indignation and Zeal to deliver the Children o 
ae from thoſe that did oppreſs them. This now was the Finger of 
God.

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Enemies ſhould furniſh them with Gold and -Fewels, but the Hand of 
God was in it, Exod. 11. 3. GOD gave them favour in the Eyes if the * 
| Feyptians. God ſhews his tg moſt eminently, by his Ku ling - ; 
in the Hearts and over the Spirits of Men. Pal. 29. io. God ſits upon 
the Floods,, He fits King for ever, He overrules the Tumultuous Spi- 
rits of Men, ſo that they ſhall be byaſſed and inclined to the very - 
thing, that Heaven hath appointed to bring to paſs. When Gods Time 


was come to fet David in the Throne, the Spirit of the Nation generally * 


was inclined to make David their King. Such things as theſe mentioned 
are Intimations to us of the Lords Name being near. Thus have you 
heard the Doctrine explained and confirmed in the Particulars which 
bave been inſiſted on: All I ſhall fay by the way of Application is on- 
1p. a Word of Fenn © | .

promiſed that Bleſſing to his People, Iſa. 49. 23. Kings ſhall be thy nur- 
ſing Fathers, and Queens thy nurſing Mothers, and that Promiſe of Judges:

filled in a more Glorious manner than ever has been known upon the 
Earth. What an happy Change have we ſeen of late, in our own Land 
and Nation? What ſad Times were there a few Years ago, when the 
vileſt Debaucheries were openly practiſed, when Priſons were filled with 
good Men ; When faithful Miniſters of God were not permitted to 
reach the Goſpel. Things are much better there now And they wi 

e better than they are. The firſt Chriſtian Emperour that ever was iu 
the World came out of Britain. viz. Conſtantine the great. I am pe 
ſwaded God has ſignal Mercy in Store for that Land. Yea and a f evo< 
lution: is haſtning on the whole World, which will make it look with 
2 another Face than it does at preſent, For the Mountain of the 
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alied above tbe . le 2. 2. They that are now under foot ſhall be 

above the Hills, and the Nations thall flow to the houſe of the Lord. It is 
aid, Rev, 5. 10. Ve (hall reign on Earth. It is not ſaid we do reignzno, 
but we ſnall reign on Earth; ſuch a Day there ſhall be when the People 
of God ſhall reign, not only in Heaven for ever, but upon this very 
Earth. Here they have been perſecuted and oppreſſed, and here they 


all reign. Again it is Sin and Unrighteouſneſs that makes the Times 


to be evil, but there are holy Times a coming, Zech. 14. 20. Holineſs 
to the Lord ſhallbewritten on the Bells, and Horſe Bridles, and on every 
Pot in Feruſalem ; Very holy Times there ſhall be throughout the 
World; and therefore happy Times. Ce a Ea. 
Conſid. 2. This h ippy bleſſed Day is near at hand; when the Man of 
Nn ſhall be once removed, then the Church of God ſhall ſee good Days, 
and that will be ere long. He hath but twelve hundred and ſixty Years 
allowed him to reign in, and that Time is almoſt expired ; I doubt not 
but that it be demonſtrated from Scripture and Hiſtory, that more than 
1200 of thoſe Years are paſt. We ſee the Beginning of what the Scrip- 
ture hath ſpoken with reſpe& to the Deſtruction of Antichriſt, 2 Tbe/. 
2. 8. It is 75 That the Lord will conſume him with the Breath of his 
Fouth, and. deſtroy bim with the Brightneſs of his Coming. So that there is 
a Conſumption to come on Antichriſt by the Breath of the Lords Mouth, 
as 2 Forerunner and certain Symptom of his utter Deſtruction by the 
Brightneſs of the Lords Coming. The Man of Sin has been in a Con- 
ſumption almoſt theſe 200 Years. Bellarmine complains that ever ſince 
Proteſtants have preached that the Pope is Antichriſt, his Dominions 
have been leſſned. Thus has he been conſuming a long time. We ma 
therefore hope his final Ruine draws on apace. We are now come to the 
Extremity of Times, and therefore Motions and Revolutions in the 
World will be exceeding quick, when things come near to the place where 
they muſt center, they move very ſwiftly : All the great Revolutions 
in the World, ſhall center at. laſt in the Kingdom of Chriſt; that and that 
only is the Kingdom that cannot be ſhaken, the Lord will overturn, 
overturn, overturn until he come, whoſe Right it is to have the Crown 
on his Head and the Scepter in his Hand,and to him will he give it: Re- 
volutions will therefore be very quick and amazing tothe Nations By 
that Time the Work of one Revolution is well over,another comes on the 
back of it. The Lord will make greater Changes in the World in one 
Age now than in many heretofore. The Scriptures ſpeak of Chriſt's Dævi- 
dical Kingdom,Godhath promiſed, that he ſhall ſit on the Throne of 1 
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Ezek. 37. 24, 25. There is reaſon to believe that this Generation ſnal! 
not wholly paſs away, before that Promiſe be fulſilled in a more Glori- 


ous manner than ever yet, I will mention one Reaſon to you which is 
Weight with me, whatever it may be with others. It makes me to Re- 
joice in Hope, that the Glorious Times we look for, are not far off; It is 1 


this: The Light concerning theſe Truths is wondertully brought out upon 
the World in this laſt Age. In the former Ages few of the Lords Worthi- 
es had their Hearts inclined to Study the Revelation. Great Calvin thought 


one of the beſt and moſt Judicious Interpreters that everwrote on the Bible, 
yrofeſſed. he could not tell what to make of that obſcure Portion of the 


ſacred Book. But in this Century, in the which God hath caſt our Lot tao 
be, many have been ſearching in thoſe formerly ſealed Myſteries, and have 
made great Diſcoveries : It is ſaid, Dan. 12. 4. Seal the Book till the Time? 
of the End, many ſball run to and fro, and Knowledge ſhall be increaſed. In 
this laſt Age, there hath been many Diſcourſes, and Knowledge is increaſ- 
ed, a Sign that the Time of the End is at Hand, Rev. 22. 10. Seal nor 
the ſayings of the Prophecy of this Book for the Time is at Hand. Do we 
not ſee, that the Day Star is riſen, the Light begins to prevail, a blef- 
ſed Sign, that the Glory of the Lord will ſhine upon the World ere long.

_ muſt give me Leave (tho I have done it, when diſcourſing on another *

remind you of the dreadful _ Earth-Quakes, which theſe late Times have - 
been attended with. Earth-Quakes are ſome Times Prognoſticks of 
State-Quakes, Kingdom-Quakes, Nation-Quakes.

which was Anno Domini 4.55, ſo in the Year 456, all the Ten Kings did 
plainly appear. I. do not write theſe things for the Information of 


learned Men, who have addicted themſelves to Apocalyptical Studies: 


But it may be it will be a Satisfaction to ſome Readers, to ſee when 


theſe Ten Kingdoms began. I ſhall therefore mention the Year of their 


riſing, and the Names of every one of theſe Kings. 1. The Kingdom of 
the Greeks began Auno Dom.
